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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a Notice of Allowability in response to the Request for 
Continued Examination (RCE) received on 17 April 2008.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1, 3-9 and 11-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 1, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach said task processor is composed of event processing means for executing an 
event process and task deciding means for deciding continuity of said event 
process and said event processing means, when said decision result is continuation, 
continuously executes said current event process. 

As per claim 7, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach said task processor is composed of event processing means for executing an 
event process and task deciding means for deciding continuity of said event 
process and said event processing means, when said decision result is continuation, 
continuously executes said current event process and said scheduler has a cyclic 
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table for recording a cycle corresponding to said event processing means and said 
task deciding means, when said event process is completed, on the basis of a signal 
of said cyclic table, decides said continuity of said event process.
